As three years of training school life come to a close for the graduating class of 1956, visions 
of past experiences flash before us. 


On September 14, 1953; 33 started on this never-to-be forgotten three year journey. 


While struggling through the basic courses of anatomy, chemistry, nutrition and microbiology 
at Evansville College, we were also attempting to adjust to the surroundings and atmosphere of 
a hospital and school of nursing. Some of us had never been away from home before and the 
adjustment proved as trying at times as did the subjects we were undertaking. 


We soon organized and chose Miss Shirley McRoberts to guide us through that first fast and 
furious year. Our chosen officers were Miss Younker — president, Miss Spencer — vice presi- 
dent, Miss Yates — secretary, and Miss Kapperman — treasurer. 


During Christmas vacation, our class sponsor changed her name to Mrs. Earl Cox. Our ac- 
tivities during that first year were few since most of our time was devoted to studying and 
clinical experience, but we did find time for a bake sale and rummage sale as money making 
projects.

We 
continued with our cocoa and doughnut sale also. We were the business minded class this year 
with the Junior-Senior prom coming up. 


May came and 6 of our class left for Pediatric affiliation at Riley Hospital in Indianapolis 
and a month later several more left for psychiatric affiliation in Ohio. .Our class would not be 
reunited for a whole year. 


July finally came and the last minute details were completed for the prom. Our theme was 
“Evening in Paris” with Miss Sharon White, Senior, crowned queen by Dr. Dallas Fickas. We 
heard many nice comments about the dance and we came to the conclusion that a good time 


was had by all. 


September 1, 1955 and that long anticipated time was finally here, we were Seniors at last! 
Another black stripe on our caps and we were as proud as punch. 


Miss Barnett was again chosen as class president with Miss Hook as vice president, Miss 
Swearengen as secretary, and Miss Kapperman as treasurer. 


Our three years journey is about to come to an end and our long sought-after goal of a 
graduate nurse is in sight. 


We are all looking forward to the final events, the reuniting of our class in May, the be- 
ginning of Senior classes, the prom in July, the 1956 edition of the Retrospect, the Faculty-Sen- 


ior breakfast and of course — Bacculareate and Commencement! The time for state boards is 
wae away and as we prepare for it we only pray we are worthy of receiving the title of 
R. N. 


We wish to pay special tribute to all those who have so wonderfully given of their time and 
effort to make our dream come true. Although without them this dream could have never 
been realized-we know that only within ourseves our future lies.

Our knees shook as we, decked in our crisp, starchy apron and uniform, reported on duty for 
the first time. One girl was so frightened she spilled a bedpan and a plate full of food. We will

STUDENT’S LIBRARY 


The students’ library, located on the first floor in Barton Hall, is 
one of the best equipped student libraries in this area. There 

are 2,861 books — fiction and nonfiction — in the 

library. The latest and best selling fictions are found on the 
shelves, as well as works by old masters. The nonfictions include 
most of the best textbooks and reference books available. There 
are 36 magazines subscribed to by the library. Included are 

21 professional periodicals and 15 popular magazines. Also, the 

2 local papers and the New York Times are taken daily. The 
library is used mainly by the students as a source of recreation, 


reference work, and study. It is also accessible to the hospital staff. 





The doctors’ library is 

located conveniently next to 

the record room in the hospital.

It was in the latter part of the nineteenth century, as Evansville began to develop extensively, 
that a small group of ministers and laymen began to make plans for the care of the com- 
munity’s ill; the Deaconess Society was organized February 22, 1892 and thus the Deaconess 
Nursing Home was a reality. 

The site of the newly founded institution was in the Major Parsons home, located at the 
corner of Mary and Iowa Streets with a capacity of 19 patients. However, by January, 1895, 
the Home and Hospital was caring for approximately 100 patients; so the foresighted plan- 
ners realized the necessity for longer-range planning and a sound organization. This time plans 
were laid for a new hospital to be built and ready for operation in 5 years and to be incor- 
porated as an independent institution — thus Protestant Hospital was opened in 1900. 

The Deaconess Aid Society contributed the first sizable sum to the building fund and as- 
sumed the responsibility of furnishing the rooms in the new building. There were not ade- 
quate young women who were willing to take the responsibility of the care of the sick and be 
trained as Deaconess nuurses in order to supply the hospital with a sufficient nursing staff. But 
Sister Cora Goldsmith was sent to the Mary J. Drexel Home in Philadelphia to be trained and 
return to assume the duties of the Superior Deaconess in the new hospital. 

The school began to train young women as Deaconess nurses in 1896, and the Deaconess Hos- 
pital Training School held its first graduation for 5 Deaconess nurses in 1900. At this time there 
were 13 nurses on the staff with 40 patients a month, and 136 operations per year. The course 
for a Deaconess was discontinued’ in about 1916, although the nurses training was continued. 

Twenty-two years of progress had made it necessary for more facilities, so the north wing 
was added in 1922. This provided for more medical and surgical beds, a modern obstetrical de- 
partment, new surgery suite, kitchen and dining room facilities as well as a hospital lobby and 
business offices. The community’s enthusiasm was shown in this new vroiect by their over-sub- 
scription of the $100,000 goal. Even this was not sufficient, for there was need for more beds 
and facilities in five short years. 

The southwest part of the hospital found the Igleheart division added in 1927 which had 
the Children’s Division, a solarium, and classroom facilities for the School of Nursing. 

One might expect that the planning committee could rest on their laurels now, but not so; 
there seemed to be a command to move forward. Recognition was given in 1934 by the erection 
and dedication of the Clara Barton Memorial Plaque at the site of the Parson Home, where she 
lived during her stay in Evansville in 1884. Here, during the Ohio River flood, she set up and 
administered the first disaster relief to be conducted in this country; her work gained govern- 
mental recognition.. This is the only national Red Cross Barton Shrine to be erected in the state 
of Indiana. 

The much-needed pharmacy and soda shop became a reality in 1936. 

One doesn’t think of the hospital without thinking of the school, for each has progressed to- 
gether. In 1941, the Oakley Street Home was purchased to house junior and senior students, 
only to find a need for further expansion. So Barton Hall became the nurses’ residence in 1944 
to care for the Cadet Nurse Corps influx. 

The addition of the east wing was completed in 1947 and included x-ray, laboratory, phys- 
ical medicine, medical record room, doctors’ library, business offices, lounge, and administration 
offices. In addition, another nursing unit, isolation, was completed and beautician service was 
made available to both patients and personnel in this expansion. Too, the Isotope Laboratory 
was made possible to keep pace with the rapid advance in medical science and the demands for 
treatment with radio-active materials. The hospital chapel has been a place of solace for many

years, and it underwent a remodeling, chang- 
ing the old to new — a chancel of beautiful 
carving depicting biblical history and church 
pew type seats. 


The demands were still not met, and in 1951, 
motar and brick combined to become a new 
conference room, administrative office and or- 
thopedic unit. Remodeling of the obstetrical 
department tok place early in 1953. The year 
1954 found remodeling for a premature nursery 
to join the present nursery. 


During the summer of 1954 the older part of 
the hospital was remodeled, with air condition- 
ing installed so that all patients were able to 
rest in comfort in spite of the humid tempera- 
ture found outside. 


May 12, 1954, the new addition was started 
at Barton Hall, with double rooms for 64 stu- 
dents becoming a realization of a student’s 
dream in 1955 — picture windows and private 
baths for all rooms. Two new classrooms were 
included with a nursing arts laboratory. On the 
south wing, Mead Johnson Memorial Hall rose 
simultaneously. An air-conditioned auditorium 
seating 500, ideal for all hospital and school 
activities and a cafeteria are included in the 
new structure. On the second floor of the build- 
ing are living quarters. 


This year of 1956 finds us having grown from 
19 beds to 300 beds and 53 bassinets. Again 
plans for a five-story expansion to include 200 
more beds, enlargement of medical record 
room, radiology, physical medicine, and a de- 
partment of rehabilitation are under way. 


Deaconess Hospital is humbly proud of its 
record of achievement and service. In the cor- 
nerstone of the original hospital building is in- Mead Johnson Memorial tail 
scribed a message which has served as the guid- 
ing principle for Deaconess Hospital during its 
first half century of progress and will endure 
as its goal for all the years: “May it ever stand 
in eloquent testimony of the charitable inclina- 
tion of the community and be a source of un- 
ceasing blessings to the unfortunate sufferers 
who dwell within.”
